Reports from Davenport and Dabnqae, 
Iowa, and Bock Island, Illinois, give accounts 
of a terrible storm, rain and wind, in those 
localities last week, by which a great amount 
of property was destroyed and damaged at all 
theno places. Houses were unroofed, wails 
blown down and fences scattered, while cellars 
and basements were filled with water. The 
whole BurronndiBg country was flooded. At 
Bock Island the first Presbyterian church was 
nearly destroyed, a portion of the roof being 
lifted up and dropped through into the base- 
ment, carrying with it the organ, pulpit and 
dooa and upon these a great pot .ion of the 
walls fell. It is impossible to estimate the 
amount of damage, but it will be many thou- 
sand dollais. During the storm a freight 
train on the Illinois Central railroad, when 
tbree miles west of Dunleilb, ran into a break 
abused by tho flood. The engine was com- 
r^i«n«i F wracked. -fifto engineer, n reman and a 
S( jjirakenian were buried beneath the rums 
They were taken out horribly e -aided and 
btuised.

Col. Miles, in a dispatch, dated 5th 
inst., seventy miles south of Bed river, ad- 
vises Gen. Pope ths* be should fall back for 
supplies. His dispatch received by Gen. 
Sheridan to-day is dated from camp on tho 
Wachita river. Sopt. 11. aud came via Fort 
Do ige, leaving there on tho 17th iui^t. H< 
says : I find that after leaving the f anadiat 
river, Maj. Ionian, commanding tho tscoit to 
supply the train, was attacked by from 3,000 
to 4,000 Indians. On the morning of the 9th 
inst. the Indians charged the train several 
times, and made every effort to capture it 
fighting so determinedly as to detain it for 
three days. The fight was very cloce. and the 
train completely surrounded. On the third 
day the Indiaus abandoned the attack, re 
tiring south-west. FromWll the information I 
can get here since my arrival, I beiieve they 
formed no part of the body we drove off the 
Staked Plains. They were believed to have 
been led by Satanta* and Big Tree. During 
the fight Lieut. Lewis, of tho fifth infantry, 
was severely wounded in the knee. Sergeant 
Dearmont, Co. I, fifth infantry, was killed 
Sergeant Single, of the sixtli cavalry, Private 
Buck, of the fifth infantry, and wagon-master 
San ford were wounded, the latter mortally. 
The officers estimate the number of Indians 
killed at fifteen, and the wounded as many 
more. Private Pett : john, of the sixth cavalry, 
was killed near camp McOlellan creek on the 
11th. Lieut. Baldwin will have informed you 
of his successful encounter with the Indians 
while coming in as a! bearer of dispatches. 
Part of the force that attacked Major Lyman 
attacked a party of six bearing dispatches, 
who entrenched themselves hi the sand, and 
after a desperate fight all day, in which one 
courier and four men were wounded, they 
compelled the Indians to retire, having killed 
twelve. Whenever we have fought they have 
been severely puniBhed, with comparatively 
sma'i loss on our side. The rivers to the 
south are now bo swollen as to be impassable 
for wagons. I am buildir.g a bridge across 
the Wachita. The cavalry were obliged to 
swim their horses on returning. The march 
ta:k was even more exhausting than the ad- 
vance, even with Indians in our front, owing 
to the terrible and continuous rains which 
flooded the streams and made tho roads

Two 
kindri of snuff are used* >r the dippers, 
both of which, howeveJ*re known n~ 

salt mixed with it, up,} 
none. Thev are knrun, "aa^salt Scotch 
and fresh Scotch. Freeh Scotchis pre- 
pared more in this oity than in any 
other part of the state. 'The following 
is the manner of dipping in New York : 
The dipper is provided with a srnill 
spoon, about half th«size of a common 
teaspoon, with which she dips a suffi- 
cient qnantity of snnlT from her bottle. 
Then seizing the lewer lip with the 
thumb and forefinger of her left hand 
she draws it well forvard and fills the 
cavity with the ftonaclxmehe contained 
in the spoou. There she lets it remain 
until it is gradually diffused through 
her month, expectorating the while, in 
a manner that would do credit to a 
veteran. Sometimes the delicacy is 
daintily enveloped it a fine piece of 
tissue jvper and deposited in the miiii^ 
place. T.n the east-era states the s:ilT 
Scotch is preferred, b.t it is not used 
in the same way as in New York. There 
the dippers use a small stick of semi- 
very fibrous wood, the end of which is 
chewed until it assumes a mop-lik 
pearauce owing to the separation of the 
fibres. This is dippel into the snuff 
and then rubbed on ths gums and teeth. 
A largo quantity of th« snuff is used by 
the factory girls in all the eastern 
states, and it may readily be imigiued 
how easily a habit of that kind may' ex- 
tend among a people. 

In the southwi tt, that is to snv in 
Tennessee, Arkansas, Mississiupi, Lou- 
isiana and Texas, Scotch snuff n used 
exchuively with a f ick, as in the east- 
ern states. Tho habit is indulged in 
by all classes, in secret by the higher 
and openly by the lower. In North and 
South Carolina " hie! toast" snt:ff is 
the kind in demand. It is peculiarly 
strong and pnngent, as it is mad^ by

A dispatch from Constantinople says 
the governor of Angara reports 35,000 people 
utterly destitute, who will require mainten- 
ance throughout the winter. 

The London Standard sayB that the 
Schleswig-UolMtein question is assuming a 
serious aspect, in consequence of the daily 
expulsion of Danish subjects and the hostile 
tone of tho German press. 

By a railway collision in England, 
Sept. U, twenty persons were killed outright 
and fifty were seriously injured. This acci- 
dent occurred on the Great Eastern road, 
which is supposed to be one of the best man. 
aged in tho island. 

The government bad received assur- 
ances from its minister in London that there 
was now great hopes that the Hondura* rail- 
road would be finally finiehe.1. One section 
of it, from the bridge of Lavinta to Blanca* 
had been contracted for at £4,000 per mile. 

The great strike of cotton operatives 
at Bolton. England, baa begun. Iho strike 
stops seventy-four mills^emt loving 13,000 
hands. Forty-eight mills, employing 7,000 
bauds, continue operations. Subscriptions 
for tbe strikers have been opened by the 
trades-unions throughout the manufacturing 
districts. 

Guatemala advices say that four Eng- 
lish vessels of war, including the flag ship 
Republic, were at 8an Jose. Tie government 
had appointed Pon Mincent Dardof, of Gua- 
temala, minister at 'Washington, to confer with 
the United States centenary commissioners as 
to how Guatemala best could be represented 
at the centennial exposition.

Michael Hays, of treasury safe-bur- 
glary fame, has been released on $4,000 bail.

Army officers say that the army is not 
large enough for the protection of the fron- 
tiers, scd at tho came time act as comitatns to 
the judicial officers of tho south, and in en- 
forcing process in extraordinary cases, such as 
that of Louisiana.

This is not only true of textile manufa tc ries, 
but flouring mills also, especially at the west, 
which are shutting down to an extent that 
shippers say they find it difficult to obtain 
their needed supplies on this market, and that 
they are largely compelled to hold off for fear 
of patting np prices without getting a bupply.

Tbe morning came damp, loweriug anl 
cloudy ; so that our irends, as we Mel 
them in the streets, said, w'th a Bbru.\' 
of the shoulders : "Regular earthquake 
weather this!" Enctly as we wo all 
Bay to bur fru>ud in the United Sta'e -, 
on meeting hini, "We Bball hrve a store: 
by and bv." At aliont 2 p. m., low, sul- 
len clouds settle lower aid darko>-, 
birds wheel wildly in frightened ch- 
cles, chickens and tnrkey-bazzards fly 
in haste to some shelter, and the river 
Rimac moans noisily as it rushes over 

street bray with tremerr'ons irequeucy, 
and a cloud of dnst, thro.igh tbe feo*- 
desert«d streets, warns all pedestrien* 
that some calamity is at hand. Shut- 
ters flap and creak ; the distant blre 
hills surrounding Lima darken ami 
seem lost in gloo n ; my hor»-e, stand in? 
at my paved court-yard gate, unhitched 
ard free to wander at will up and down 
the paths, as is the custom, suddenly 
begins to tremble, giving shrill reigbs, 
and a cold sweat runs down his shapely 
neck and legs, as he shudders and grows 
rr Jre and more uneasy.

The LongevMy of C.i 

Among the feathered creation the 
eagle and raven, the swan and parrot, 
are each centenarians. An eagle kept 
in Vienna died after a confinement of 
one hundred aud fourteen years, and 
on an ancient oak in Shelborne, still 
known as the "raven tree," tho same 
pair of ravens are believed to have 
fixed their residence for a series of 
more than ninety years. Swans upon 
the river Thames, about whose nge 
there can be no mistake, since they are 
annually nicked by the Vintner's com- 
pany, under whose keeping they have 
been for five centuries, have been known 
to survive one hundred and fifty years 
and more. Tho melody of the Dying 
swan is entirely mythological. Ui on 
approach of death the bird quits the 
water, sits down upon the bank, lays i's 
head upon the ground, expands i's 
wings a trifle and expires, uttering no 
sound. The extreme longevity of the 
parrot is equally authentic. In the zoo- 
logical gardens of London there is a 
macaw that was admitted to the tower 
in the year 1764 At Versailles, during 
the reign of Charles X., there was al- 
ways hanging a cage in the (Eil-de-boe if 
which contained a parrot purchased by 
the Regent Orleans for the the Duchess 
do Berri. There is not a collection of 
birds in any of the royal aviaries of 
E irope that has not its ancient parro\ 
The writer purchased a gray African 
parrot in 185G, whose residence in Wales 
was authenticated for seventy-seven 
years. The bird, more wonderful for 
variety of speech than for her i'go, 
learning everything and forgetting 
nothing, accomplished alikein the Welsh 
tongue and the English, born in Africa, 
living more than three quarters of a 
century in Europe, and dying in Amer- 
ica, might have been alive now bnt for 
heedlessness. In 18G7 she had certainly 
approached, if she had not reached and 
passed, her one hundredth year. Upon 
a severe cold night in December of 
that year, she was eent from New York 
to Washington, and perished by the 
way. She was in perfect health, had 
never known a day of sickness, showed 
no decrepitude, enjoyed life to the ut- 
most, demanded no allowances or con- 
cessions on the score of advanced years, 
and might, but for an exposure to the 
rigor of an unaccustomed climate, have 
been alivo to-day. 

Almost invariably the cry of a short 
cotton crop comes up in September 
from various sections of the country.

Lorillard & Co., eold in round numbers 
161,000 pounds of snuff, all of which 
was of the kind used for dipping, be- 
sides more that 150,000 pounds of the 
regnlar mixtures for the old fashioned 
snuffers. Add to this enormous quan- 
tity the large amounts manufactured in 
the other cities, and some idea may be 
formed of the extent to which dipping 
is carried in tho United States.

The Colors of Animals. 

Color is often tho protector of the 
life of the creature. In this respect 
the principle of utility, which is much 
spoken about by the partisans of the 
theory of indefinite transformations 
manifested in all parts of the organism, 

I requires little consideration to be 
deemed indisputable. The hunter rea- 
dily believes that the animal has suc- 
ceeded in escaping from him in conse- 
quence of the gray or tawny color of 
the fur, which was scarcely to be dis- 

I tinguished from the soil, of its 
plumage, which was almost identical 
with th ■ foliage of the trees. In num- 
berless cases, hares and rabbits, flying 
over the naked soil, are able to evade 
their pursuers from a similar cause. 
The antelopes of Africa and tho kanga- 
Toos of Australia have coats that pro- 
cure for them equal advantages. The 
lion may be cited as a magnificent ex- 
ample of ouiformity or coloration. 
Lying upon the sand of tbe desert, or 
squatted among the rocks, the animal 
at a snort distance wonld be almost in- 
visible, and the gazelle would approach 
him without a fear of danger. The po- 
lar bear does not stand out conspicu- 
ously upon the glaciers ; the arctic fox, 
the ermine, the alpine hare, which have 
earthly tints in summer, have in win- 
ter the whitenass of the fields of snow 
which they traverse. Nocturnal beasts, 
bats, rats, and mice wear vestments, 
which are well suited to obscurity. Al- 
though the tiger, the leopard, the pan- 
ther have, it is true, very visible mark- 
ings, yet they hide themselves beneath 
trees, whence they spring upon their 
prey. Among birds protective colors 
are very common. Even withont the 
testimony of travelers we should have 
good reason to suppose that paroquets, 
tonracos, and parrots, colored with all 
sorts of beautiful shades of green, 
would be very difficult of discovery in 
tropical forests. In the desert where 
there is no shelter, and where neither 
tree nor bush is to be seen, swallows, 
quails, linnets, and gangas, which in- 
habit such localities, wear plumage of 
various shades of gray and "Isabella 
similar *o the sands and gravel. In the 
mountains of Europe tho lagopede (a 
species of partridge) during the sum- 
mer has a plumage which exactly har- 
n~mizes with the tint of rocka covered 
vith lichens. The bird delights to har- 
bor among such rocks, and sportsmen 
say that frequently a large flock of 
them escape notice. In the winter, 
however, the lagopede changes his cos- 
tume and becomes as white as the 
snows ; he again succeeds in warding 
off attention. The yellows, browns, 
and " dead-leaf' tints of groupe render 
the animal almost invisible when repos- 
ing amonfc the trees in the woods. A 
species of goat-sucker found in South 
America is of such peculiar tints that 
when it is lying upon the little rock is- 
lands of the Rio-Negro it cannot be 
perceived by the keenest vision.

Iu this, it may 
be respectfully submitted, the system 
i defective. As a point of fact, is is 
questionable whether as good general 
scholars are turned out by the tcrools 
of the day, with all their modern appli- 
ances, as by tho old-fashioned school- 
teachers who taught in log cabins, with 
few text-books and imperfect aids to ed- 
ucation. The trouble tee ns to be that 
children are fordid and crammed. It is 
the aim to send out graduates of imma- 
ture ai.e, who put on tho appearance of 
v *st erudition, but have little practical 
knowledge for the business of life. 
P.ipils are well up in algebra who can- 
not tell where Fort Bridger is, and 
Bcholais who can give thechemical sym- 
bols are unable to fix the year in which 
the constitution of the United States 
was adopted. Logic, rhetoric, and ge- 
ometry are excellent studies in them- 
selves, bnt accurate spelling, and a full 
knowledge of geography and histo-.y 
are a necessity of daily life to one who 
pretends to anything like an education. 
Boys are studying logic and quadratic 
equations, when they Bhould be thumb- 
ing the spelling-book. Arithmetic is 
made the four da ion and test of all 
progress, and everything else is sacri- 
ficed to it, though the knowledgo of tho 
elementary rules of that science is all 
that is needed in the ordinary affairs of 
life. Hence a child that has a good 
memory sta» ds well ard is advanced 
rapidly, though he should forget to- 
morrow what he learns to-day. The 
teachers hear the lesson by rote, and 
memory is therefore always- at a prem- 
ium. Of course the child who 1ms i o 
tacte for arii'-metic, though a genius 
in all else, rrust stand at the foot of the 
lowest class so long as he or she remains 
a scholar. Tl ese things ought not so 
to be. A sound system of education 
would place spelling, geography and 
hktory on a par with mathematics, and 
wordd give the brain that puzzles over 
vulvar fractions an opportunity to make 
up its defeat bv triumphs in other lines. 



The London correspondent of the 
Chicago Inter-Ocean writes of a visit to 
Windsor Castle and eays : " The Water- 
loo chamber is 93 feet long, 45 feet 
high, and 47 broad ; it is lighted by a 
lantern of ground gl»*s extending the 
whole length of the room, and is divided 
into five compartments by light, grace- 
ful arches. At each end of the room 
there are galleries for musicians, formed 
of richly carved oak. The walla and 
ceilings are decorated in white and gold 
relief with armorial bearings, and in- 
serted in the panelling round the room 
are portraits of all the eminent men 
who were coi nected with the battle of 
Waterloi . Lions, masks, and grotesque 
heads holding wreaths of flowers and 
fruits embellish a'i the mouldings, aud 
the doors, mantle-pieces, and picture 
frames are adorned with beautiful wood 
carvings by Gibbous. The carpet is 
dark marroon, parcelled and figured 
with the stars of the civil and military 
orders of the B.ath, aud tbe furniture is 
of oak (corresponding with the style of 
the room) covered with crimson velvet. 
The presence chamber is »0 feet long, 
33 feet high, and 34 leet broad ; a- im- 
mense G thic window for^ s almost one 
entire end of the room, and commands 
an extent ive view of the park and ad- 
jacent country. The style of the room 
is that of the time of Louis XIV., and 
the workmanship is admirable. The 
ceiling is a marvel of beauty, as are 
also the cornices, which are ornamented 
by scrollwork of the most exquisite de- 
scription. Large, richly carved doora 
open into the throne room, the Water- 
loo galleiy, and the banqueting hall. 
The walls are hung with six superb

Of all the horrors of an eartVqnake, 
those shocks which occur at ni ht are 
the most terrible. Yonr bed rocks you 
like a very cradle ; and, throwing on 
the first clothing that lies handy, you 
attempt to draw with trembbng hands 
the bolts of the doors of your hours — 
that meanwhile are jarring and crashing 
so that you seem every moment in dan- 
ger of being buried in a living tomb by 
tho falling timber* — and then, when 
desperate fear has given you superhu- 
man strength to pull thedisplaet a bolts 
from their fastenings, you rush head- 
long, impelled by the oscillating lateral 
motion, into the dismal streets, with a 
darkness that can be felt ail around 
you — your knees quaking, and tho cries 
of kneeling, awe-stricken wretches sing- 
ing in yonr ears. 

Such a feeling of insecurity oomes 
over yon, such a sense of your own lit- 
tleness, when the solid ground rolls and 
quiveis under your feet ! Such a feel- 
ing of awe, a«d shrinking of very soul, 
after the shock has passed on and over, 
and yon are left pallid and dazed, to 
think of it all. 

The First Steamboat.. 

At Shepherdstown, in Jefferson coun- 
ty. West Virginia, the first steamboat 
was built. General Washington and 
Governor Johnson, of Maryland, were 
the patrons of the enterprise. After 
the war they p ro cur ed tcgether tho in- 
corporation of the Potomac company 
by their respective states. And in 1785 
Rumsey demonstrated to them on the 
Potomac, above Shepherdstown, his 
great discovery that a bort could be 
propelled by steam np strer^a against 
the current. The boiler andmnchinery 
for Rnmsey's steamboat were made at 
the Catoctm iron furnace, iu Frederick 
county, then owned bv Johnson and 
some of his brothers. The gentlemen 
of the Potomac country then used to go 
to the Baltimore (now Berkeley) springs 
to drink tho waters, aud this experiment 
of Rnmsey's, of steam navigation, was 
certified to have been a success by 
Washington, Johnson, and other emi- 
nent men then present. The first steam- 
boat was propelled on the Potomac ; 
the first boiler was made in Frederick 
county, twenty years before Fulton per- 
fected the idea and applied it on the 
Hudson.

The feelings of the Bonapartists— 
sensitive souls — have been so much hurt 
by reports about a certain young man 
pursuing his studies in this country 
that they have published a formal state- 
ment of what they call the facts. Th* 
young man in question '3 sometimes 
spoken of as young Chiselhnrei, some- 
times Chiselhurst IV., sometimes the 
Woolwich iufant, and appears now to be 
officially styled the prince imperial. 
The Morning Tost, always a sort of 
semi-official organ of the Napoleonists 
— whether they happen to bo conspiring 
or enjoying tho plunder accruing from 
former conspiracies eeems to make no 
difference to this automatic sheet — was 
selected as the medium for giving this 
important intelligence to the anxious 
world. The prince stands, it declares, 
eleventh in a class of 32 cadets. In ar- 
tillery he is fourth, in fortification 
eighth, in mathematics and mechanics 
tenth, and so on, down to twenty first 
in chemistry and physics. I observe 
with pain that in military history he is 
only eleventh. Considering that he had 
school books adapted expressly for him 
in his early yonth^y obeequieus Duruy 
and others, he onght to have doue bet- 
ter in that branch. But it is just pos- 
sible that tho authorities of the royal 
military academy at W'oolwich do not 
take the Napoleonic views of military 
historv. The visitor who scans the 
long catalogue of Fronch victories cut 
into the stone of the arch of triumph 
which crowns the Champs Etysees Jin 
Paris, cannot but remark some names 
which in all military annals bnt the 
French have passed for French defeats. 
The day may come when Sedan will be 
added to the list. Gravelotte has al- 
ready been explained away. However, 
you will be delighteel to hear that those 
best qualified to judge of the young 
man's capacity and progress, both abso- 
lute and relative are entirely satisfied 
in every respect. Those best qualified 
to judge must be the priests, *nto whose 
hands his mother — perhaps the most 
bigoted woman in Europe — early gave 
him, together, with such philosophical 
students 'of practical politics as Piotri 
and the virtuous Ron her. Perhaps I 
should also include that model of chris- 
tian peace-makers, Mr. Paul Cassagnao,

The Danger of Wet Coal. 

People who prefer wetting the win- 
ter's store of coal to lay the dust on 
putting it in their cellars, do not, we 
believe, generally know that they aro 
laying np for themselves a store of«sore 
throats and other evils consequent upon 
the practice. But so it is said to be. 
Even the fire-damp, which escapes from 
coal mines, arises from the slow decom- 
position of coal at temperatur s but 
little above that of the atmosphere, but 
under augmented pressure. By wetting 
a mass of freshly broken coal and hay- 
ing it put in a warm cellar, the mass is 
heated to such a degree that carbureteil 
and sulphureted hydrogen are given off 
for long weriods of time and pervade 
tbe whole house. The liability of wet 
coal to mischievous results under such 
cimnmn^pc^B man be' appreciated from 
tbe circumstance that there are several 
instances on record of spontaneous com- 
bustion of wet coat when stowed into 
the bunkers or holds of vessels. And 
from this cause, doubtless, many miss- 
ing coal vessels have perished.— London 
Medical J tecord.

is it so difficult to obtain a fair state- 
ment of simple facts, nntinged by the 
coloring of personal interest, as upon 
the probable aggregate amount of a 
forthcoming cotton crop. The difficulty 
arises from various causes. A large 
class of persons talk and estimate flu- 
ently enough upon the subject, who 
have little or no personal knowledge 
upon which to base either. All through 
the south the village postmaster, the 
railway station agent, and the local cot- 
ton factor have their correspondents in 
the great markets ol the north and east 
with whom their reports have influence, 
and to whose order the»y are perhaps 
not unfrequently made. There is, too, 
a natural and inherent diversity of in- 
terest between the cotton planter aud 
the cottttn merchant and consumer. 
The former quite naturally finds it to 
his advantage to under estimate the 
probable i'#i and ovtr estimate tho 
c'lances of misfortune, as this tends to 
produce hiph prices and consequent 
profit ; whilo the latter aro as prone to 
reverse this order of things, over esti- 
mating the crop and under estimating 
the probablji price to suit their require- 
ments iu a lwsinef s point of view. The 
divergence of opinion npon this subject 
has either been greater this season than 
usual, or else fuller prominence has 
been given to the views of both sides 
than ordinarily. In or X to harmon- 
ize these so far as po. ^e, and with 
the view of presenting » far as prac- 
tricible a trustworthy estimate of the 
crop of 1874, a large nr ruber of gen- 
tlemen engaged in the cotton trade 
have been recently questioned, and 
from among their statements the follow- 
ing have been selected as best conveying 
tbe argument pro and con : 

In the course ot a general conversa- 
tioj/^ith Mr. T. T. Bryce, of the well 
known firm of Bryce & Co., extensive 
cotton brokers in this city, and largely 
intereited in a number of cotton-grow- 
ing plantations in various parts of the 
south, the following statements were 
elicited: "The crop of this year," 
said Mr. Brjce, " up to the 10th of 
August last, promised fairly to be the 
largest ever produced in this conntry. It 
is certainly true that the acreage has 
been considerably reduced, owing to a 
variety of causes, but this reduction 
has been more than compensated by 
the met that this season no portion of 
the crop has had to be absolutely aban- 
doned, while last year 12} percent, of 
the entire production was thrown out 
as valutb ss owing to grass, etc. The 
resnlt is that by the 1st of August of 
this year, the number of acres produc- 
ing cotton was in fact greater than at 
the corresponding time the previous 
year. The amount of fertilizing agents 
used upon the cotton lands of the south 
was undoubtedly b ss than in previous 
years, but was nevertheless greater than 
in 1^0, when what is still know as the 
' biq; crop ' was prodrced. It is 
true that the extensive drouth, 
lasting from the 1st of August of the 
present year till tho 1st of September, 
did no little damage to the sandy lands 
of the south known as the * uplands,' 
but the damage thns done was curious- 
ly enough more than compensated by 
the protection thus afforded the low or 
* b ttom lands' from tho ravages of the 
cotton worm. Only once since the war 
have these lands produced so large and 
so fine a crop, and that was in 1870, 
when the total cotton yield was 4,347,- 
000 bales, and in the absence of unfor- 
seen events „ year's yield to the acre 
from these lauds should exceed that of 
187 J. Labor, as a rnle throughout the 
si nth. has been equally efficient, and 
moro whites have been employed sue 
cessfully than over before. The drouth 
before alludedto was succeeded by fine 
showers, confrViing in many instances 
for moro than "ten days, and it is fair to 
say that never on the 7th of September 
was the weather more propitious for the 
cotton crop than it is to day. The de- 
velopment of the plant, too, has un- 
doubtedly been mnch accelerated by 
the previous dry weather, and the early 
receipt of the new crop thus rendered 
probable, which will, of course, brve 
i's legitimate effect upou the market. 
For the past eight years the opening 
price in the month of September has 
been above the closing price for the 
same month, and it seems to be the 
areneral impression that the enrrent 
se.-son will prove no exception to the 
general rule." 

In reply to a direct question as to his 
estimate of the forthcoming crop, Mr. 
Bryce said that it was too early in the 
season, in his opinion, to predict the 
amount of the cro j with any certainty. 
In estimating, hei nbonlri consider it safe 

to start with 4,000,000 bales, but should 
want to have a leeway of 500,000 bales 
for increase, and 250,000 bales decrease, 
should tho frost set in early, or some 
other accident occur. 

Mr. P. E. Huger, a large and influen- 
tial cotton factor at Mobile, Ala., in re- 
ply to a series of questions upon the 
subject, said that the cotton receipts of 
Mobile for last season were 300,000 
bales, and that the lowest estimates for 
the ensuing season among the cotton 
factors there, who are sellers, and there- 
fore favor the views of planters, was 
350.000 bales, ranging from that to 400,- 
000 bales. It was his personal opinion 
that an intermediate figure would prob- 
ably be more accurate. H>>, too, 
thought it too early to judge, but con- 
sidered an early frost the only possible 
oontingcucy ghich could greatly reduce 
the crop. " -o remarked that of the 
bottom, middle, and top crops any two 
would make a fair aggregate, and that 
this season only the middle crop had 
been partially injured by the drouth. I 
A great deal of cotton was, be said, 
shipped fror^ Mobile lo New Orleans, 
and thence sold as Orleans cotton at an 
advance of one-eighth of a penny, 
"Last season," said M. Huger, "3, 
750,000 bales was about the averag 
estimate of tho crop made by many 
and some even thought it would not ex- 
ceed 3,500,000 bales, but the crop in 
point of fact reached 4,100,000 bales." 
The staple of the cotton was, Le thought 
unusually good ibis season in his sec- 
tion of the conntry, as was also the 
ginning, in consequedce of the continued 
dry weather. 

Several either gentlemen largely in- 
terested in the cotton trade confirmed 
fh**stat< ments already made, and one 
ot them remarked that as an indication of 
the prospect of a large crop marketed 
easily might be mentioned the fact that 
Montgomery, Ale., received Monday 
400 bales, while last year the receipts 
at that point for tho entire correspond- 
ing week were but 441 bales, and [the 



year preceding that, 2; 100 bales. Gal- 
veston, Texas, last week received 2,800 
bales as against 800 bales for the corres- 
ponJing week of last year. 

In the course of conversation with a 
number of southern planters now in 
the city, the writer obtained views op- 
posed in general tenor to those expressed 
by the (rentlemen above quoted. Col. 
Edward Richardson, of Mississippi, and 
of the firm of Richardson A May, of New 
Orleans, one of the largest cotton plan- 
ters and dealers in the Bouth, expressed 
it as his opinion that the coming crop 
would inevitably disappoint t!:ose who 
6xed their estimate so high. He thought 
3,500,000 of bales a fair estimate, and 
argued that the dealers at the north had 
no practical idea of the demoralized 
and disorganized condition of labor in 
the south. He was sure the reduction 
of acreage ^had been under estimated, 
and judging from his own prospt cts he 
could not believe that there would be 
any profit to the planter from this sea- 
son's crop, as it had cost more to raise 
it than it was worth. The colonel said 
that while he had no trouble with*4he 
freedmen, of whom he employed a x>ut 
one thousand on his various plantations, 
he found it impossible to obtain tho 
productive labor from them which tho 
old system afforded. Very many of 
them exjcnpied much of their tjme pot- 
tering with politics, and others felt tooiu- 
lependent to work conscientiously. This 
was a serions difficulty in the way of the 
planter, and would, during tho picking 
season, operate to decrease the crop. 
Other southern gentlemeu engaged ex- 
clusively in planting expressed similar 
views, and in general thought it doubt- 
ful if the crop would equal the expecta- 
tions of the sanguine.

Young Mortara. 

The Jt wish lad Mortars, whose cap- 
ture hy tbe T*rtpal nnthoritir.* wn* nnw 

a subject of discussion for the whole of 
Europe, has since then become a young 
man and a monk of the Anrrustine order, 
aud has lately preached his first sermon. 
The Gazette de Italia takes advantage 
of this circumstance to give some ac- 
count of young Mortara. From I808 
(when ho was toru from his family ) till 
October, 1870, he remained always at 
Rome. The Papal government had him 
carefully brought up and appointed 
him, while still young, Canon of the 
Lateran. Up till 1K07 he had not the 
slightest intercourse with his family. 
After the battle of Mentana, his lather 
(who hoped soon to be ordered to 
Home) entered into correspondence with 
him, which the Papal authorities gra- 
ciously allowed. The letters of the 
young man displayed culture, and closed 
always with the demand that his family 
sheuld become converts to Christianity. 
These letters were, however, of course, 
always read by Lis superiors before bo- 
ing posted. After the Italian troops 
had taken possession of Rome, his fath- 
er repaired thither ia order to fetch his 
son. Bnttwelvoy are of pri. stly train- 
ing had exerted their influence upon 
him. He would not see his father. 
Old Mortara applied to the government 
and begged La Marmora for help. The 
general gave him pleasant answers, but 
found it advisable uot to interfere, and 
that out of respect for the clericals, 
"who were not to bo exasperated." 
Soon after young Mortara wrote from 
Bologna to his parents, telling them 
that he wi s firmly attached to the Cath- 
olic religion, and could not, therefore, 
identify himself with them. Ho went 
then to Belgium, and La Marmora was 
glad to be thus relieved of this trouble- 
some matter. In Belginm tbe young 
Mortara perfected himself in French 
and entered the Augustinian order. 
His first sermon has given great satis- 
faction, and on the occasion he sent a 
letter to Pius IX., expressing his grati- 
tude, which is said to have given extra- 
ordinary pleasure to tho old pope. 

Rrim-dy for Hay Fever. 

Many are suffering from the peculiar- 
ly annoying affection known as " hay 
fever," and it may interest them to know 
that Dr. Horace Dobell, senior phy- 
sician to tho royal hospital for diseases 

of tho oheat. London, has suggaaUd a. 

contrivance and prescription, by the 
combined use of which immense com- 
fort may bo given to such unfortunates. 

The prescription is as follows: Chloral 
hydrate and camphor (of each) 16 grains, 
carbonic acid 20 gTains, pure morphia 
12 grains, oleic acid (enough to dissolve 
the morphia) 20 grains, castor oil (tbe 
clearest and finest) 7 drachms. Rub 
well together to make a lotion. 

The contrivance is for the efficient 
application of the above remedy, and 
consists of a miniature bottle contained 
in a little box-wood case so that it can 
be carried easily in tho pocket. To the 
lid of the box is attached the cork of 
the bottle, and to the cork, in the same 
fashion as the spocn of a Cayenne cruet, 
is fixed a little club shaped rod of ivory, 
long < nongh to reach to the bottom of 
the bottle, and also to tho upper ex- 
tremity of the nostril. The bottle is 
kept half full of the lotion above pre- 
siribed, in the little rod immersed in 
it. Directly the patient feels the tickle 
or other signal of coming sneeze, he un- 
corks his bottle, withdraws the ivory 
club, wet with the oleaginous lotion, 
and pushes it up the nostril till it 
reaches the seat of tbe sneeze signal ; 
there it shonld be gently pressed so as 
to apply the lotion to the part. After 
this the club is withdrawn and returned 
to its little bottle of fluid, where it be- 
comes at ono3 charged for a fresh ap- 
plication. As often as the sneeze threat- 
ens, the operation should be repeated. 
Vety often one application will keep off 
a threatened fit of sneezing: altogether, 
even thought its first effect may be to 
exoite a sneeze.

We are aske"\ to Mate what the 
granges are doing. If we were author- 
ized to answer for them, we should say 
in brief — the granges are quietly at- 
tending to their own business, and they 
wish that others might find as much 
pleasure and benefit from like occupa- 
tion as they do.— Exchange. 

T. R. Alles, master of the Missouri 
state grange, having been chosen by a 
paper of the state as its candidate, for 
governor, recently wrote to the editor, 
firmly declining to be pnt in nomination 
for any office whatever, adding that he 
did not regard the position of governor 
of a state as more honorable than the 
one he now holds. 

A Patbon says of the resnlt of the or- 
ganization in his neighborhood : " The 
dj^cassion of questions of practical in- 
ter* st to Patrons, which form a feature 
of our grange, is having a tendency to 
develop not only a better manner of 
expreasi r g ourselves, but a greater wil- 
lingness to make the effort. Great im- 
provement has already been observed 
in even the little practice we have thus 
far had."

The Grangers are doing more to pro- 
tect and establish substantial enter- 
prises in connection with their orgaciza- 
tions than all the efforts of legielation 
and capital have done heretofore. At 
Red Oak, Iowa, they propose tho or- 
ganization of a stock company for estab- 
lishing a linseed oil mill, to consume 
the large amount of flax seed raised in 
that vicinity. We hear many instances 
of this kind every day, and hope that 
the good work may go on with re- 
doubled energo. — Omaha Union. 

The narrow-gauge railroad from Sal- 
inas to Monterey, in California, is about 
completed. This is literally a grangers' 
railroad. The project was first broached, 
discussed and organized in the grange. 
The stockholders are nearly all grang- 
ers, the directors all grangers but one, 
and it is nearly all grangers' money that 
has built it, and th9 grangers are going 
to patronize it and send their wheat to 
Monterey, and load it on board a vessel 
chartered by grangers, and get the re- 
turns through the Grangers' bank, of 
Kan Francisco. 

The patrons of California claim that 
the grange movement has saved in the 
one item of wheat the sum of $5,000,- 
©00. It has been done by mpking war 
upon the grain rings of San Francisco. 
Before tho grange year 1873, the differ- 
ence between the price per bushel be- 
tween San Francisco and Liverpool was 
about 89 cents. In 1873 it was only 
sixty-six cents per bushel, thus giving 
the farmers twenty- three cents more. 
The saving on the 445,000 tons shipped 
at San Francisco would be nearlv $3,- 
500.000, besides that shipped from Val- 
lejo. All this is owing to the concert 
and co-operation of the farmers. Then 
the cheapening of sacks, ware- 
^mpenses, transportation, \ rice of 
jjEg^etc, bringing the saving up

A community perfectly united and or- 
ganized, may perform with cheapness 
and ease what an individual would find 
impassible. The day may come when 
united granges on the co-operative prin- 
ciple may run a large manufactory in 
every county in the state where water- 
power is sufficient. Potatoes would not 
go a begging at twenty cents per bushel, 
as they have in this state for several 
years, if a good starch factory was at 
hand, to use the surplus. Grange 
short-horns, grange Hambletonians, 
grange- knitting machines, and grange 
piai os- for our children to take music 
lessons on, may be matters of no won- 
der in the near future. — Cor. Western 
farm Journal. 

If the western Grangers are not be- 
coming potent in a political way, they 
certainly exhibit a wonderful activity 
collectively, in rushing the individual 
interests of the farmers.

It might be weli 
if the same were tho case for us — yet 
with this essential difference, that, 
while they degraded morals to the level 
of manners, higher culture would 
tend us to raise manners to the level of 
moral?. 

The revelations of the chambermaids 
at the watering-places, about this time, 
are exceedingly interesting. They say 
that the soap, matches and towels thut 
have been taken away by mistake, the 
past season, in astonishing, and that the 
powder aud paint rags found behind the 
bureaus, and the pieces of pink saucers 
discovered in the wash-stand cup- 
boards, are too numerous to mention. 

The German Ultramontane papers 
mention, as an instance of the seventy 
with which Roman Catholics are treated 
in Germany, that during last week five 
arrests of prjests took place, and there 
were, besides, eleven expulsions and 
twenty sequestrations of church pro- 
perty, in addition to the dissolution of 
four Catholic socicies and inquiries 
into others, one of which has since been 
dissolved.

difficult to obtain a ff 
ment of simple facts, nntinged by the 
coloring of personal interest, as upon 
the probable aggregate amount of a 
forthcoming cotton crop. The difficulty 
arises from various causes. A large- 
class of persons talk and estimate flu- 
ently enough upon the subject, who 
have little or no personal knowledge 
upon which to base either. All through 
the south the village postmaster, the 
railwav station agent, and the local cot- 
ton factor have their cot respondents in 
the great markets ot the north and east 
with whom their reports have influence, 
and to whose order they are perhaps 
not nnfrequently made. There is, too, 
a natural and inherent diversity of in- 
terest between the cotton planter and 
the cotton merchant and consumer. 
The former quite naturally finds it to 
his advantage to under estimate the 
probable euro and over estimate tho 
c'lances of misfortune, as this tends to 
produce high prices and consequent 
profit ; while the latter arj as prone to 
reverse this order of things, over esti- 
mating the crop and under estimating 
the probable, price to suit their require- 
ments in a bAsinef s point of view. The 
divergence of opinion npon this subject 
has either been greater this season than 
usual, or else fuller prominence has 
been given to the view s of both Bides 
than ordinarily. In or it to harmon- 
ize these so far as po. ' ^e, and with 
the view of presenting • far as prac- 
tricible a trustworthy estimate of the 
crop of 1874, a large nrmber of gen- 
tlemen engaged in the cotton trade 
have been recently questioned, and 
from among their statements the follow- 
ing have been selected as best conveying 
the argument pro and con : 

In tho course ot a general conversa- 
tioi/with Mr. T. T. Bryce, of the well 
known firm of Bryce k Co., extensive 
cotton brokers in this city, and largely 
intere;ted in a number of cotton-grow- 
ing plantations in various parts of the 
south, the following statements were 
elicited: "The crop of this year," 
said Mr. Brjce, "up to the 10th of 
Augunt last, promised fairly to be the 
largest ever produced in this country. It 
is certainly true that the acreage has 
been considerably redn?ed, owing to a 
variety of causes, but this reduction 
has been more than compensated by 
ttie met tbnt tlifs season no portion of 
the crop has had to be absolutely aban- 
doned, while last year 12} percent, of 
the entire production was thrown out 
as valuel. ss owing to grass, etc. The 
resnlt is that by tho 1st of Augnst of 
this year, the number of acres produc- 
ing cotton was in fact greater than at 
the corresponding time the previous 
year. The amount of fertilizing agents 
used npon the cotton lands of the south 
was undoubtedly lrss than in previous 
years, but was nevertheless greater than 
in 11C0, when what is still know as the 
' big crop ' was produced. It is 
also true that the extensive drouth, 
lasting from the 1st of August of the 
present year till tho 1st of September, 
did no little damage to the sandy lands 
of the south known as the 1 uplands,' 
but the damage thus doue was curious- 
ly enough more than compensated by 
the protection thns afforded the low or 
' b ttom lands' from tho ravages of the 
cotton worm. Only once since the war 
have these lands produced so large and 
so fine a crop, aud that was in 1870, 
when the total cotton yield was 4,347,- 
000 bales, and in the absence of unfor- 
seen events this year's yield to the acre 
from these lauds should exceed that of 
187 J. Labor, as a rule throughout the 
st.uth, has been equally efficient, and 
more whites have been employed sue 
cessfully than ever before. The drouth 
before a"lludedto was succeeded by fine 
showers, conOuing in many instances 
for more than ten days, and it is fair to 
soy that never on the 7th of September 
was the weather more propitious for the 
cotton crop than it is to day. The de- 
velopment of the plant, too, has un- 
doubtedly been much accelerated by 
the previous dry weather, and the early 
receipt of the new crop thus rendered 
probable, which will, of course, heve 
i f s legitimate effect upon the market. 
For the past eight years the opening 
price in the month of September has 
been above the closing price for the 
same month, and it seems to be the 
general impression that the current 
season will prove no exception to the 
general rule." 

In reply to a direct q-estion as to his 
estimate of the forthcoming crop, Mr. 
Bryce said that it was too early in the 
season, in his opinion, to predict the 
amount of the cro i with any certainty. 

In estimating, he abonlti consider it cafe 

to start with 4,000,000 bales, but should 
want to have a leeway of 500,000 bales 
for increase, and 250,000 bales decrease, 
should tho frost set in early, or some 
other accident occur. 

Mr. D. E. Hnger, a large and influen- 
tial cotton factor at Mobile, Ala., in re- 
ply to a series of questions npon the 
subject, 6aid that the cotton receipts of 
Mobile for last season were 300,000 
bales, and that the lowest estimates for 
the ensuing season among the cotton 
factors there, who are sellers, and there- 
fore favor the views of planters, was 
350,000 bales, ranging from that to 400,- 
000 bales. It was his personal opinion 
that an intermediate figure wonld prob- 
ably be more accurate. He, too, 
thought it too early to judge, but con- 
sidered an early frost the only possible 
contingency which could greatly reduce 
the crop. Ql remarked that of the 
bottom, middle, and top crops any two 
would make a fair aggregate, and that 
this season only the middle crop had 
been partially injured by the drontb. 
A great deal of cotton was, he said, 
shipped frow Mobile to New Orleans, 
and thence sold as Orleans cotton at an 
advance of one-eifihth of a penny. 
"Last season," said M. Huger, "3, 
750,000 bales was about the averag 
estimate of the crop made by many 
and some even thought it wonld not ex- 
coed 3,500,000 bales, but the crop in 
point of fact reached 4,100,000 bales." 
The staple of the cotton was, Le thought 
nnasnally good this season in his sec- 
tion of the country, as was also the 
ginning, in conseque'dce of the continued 
dry weather. 

Several other gentlemen largely in- 
terested in the cotton trade confirmed 
the statements already made, and one 
of-them remarked that as an indication of 
the prospect of a large crop marketed 
easily might be mentioned the fact that 
Montgomery, Ale., received Monday 
100 bales, while last year the receipts 
at that point for tho entire correspond- 
ing week were but 441 bales, and [the 



year preceding that, 2; 100 bales. Gal- 
veston, Texas, last week received 2,800 
bales as against 800 bales for the corres- 
pond ing week of last year. 

In the course of conversation with a 
number of southern planters now in 
the city, the writer obtained views op- 
posed in general tenor to those expressed 
by the gentlemen above quoted. Col. 
Edward Bicharrfson, of Mississippi, and 
of the firm of Bichardson A May, of New 
Orleans, one of the largest cotton plan- 
ters and dealers in the south, expressed 
it as his opinion that the coming crop 
would inevitably disappoint t!:ose who 
fixed their estimate so high. He thought 
3,500,000 of bales a fair estimate, and 
argned that the dealers at the north had 
no practical idea of the demoralized 
and disorganized condition of labor in 
the south. He was sure the reduction 
of acreage 'had been under estimated, 
and judging from his own prosp- cts he 
could not believe that there would be 
any profit to the planter from this sea- 
son's crop, as it bad cost more to raise 
it than it was worth. The colonel said 
that while he had no trouble witlWhe 
freedmen, of whom he employed aRout 
one thousand on his varions plantations, 
he fonnd it impossible to obtain the 
productive labor from them which the 
old system afforded. Very many of 
them occupied much of their tjme pot- 
tering with politics, and others felt too in- 
dependent to work conscientiously. This 
was a serious difficulty in the way of the 
planter, and would, during the picking 
season, operate to decrease the crop. 
Other southern gentlemen engaged ex- 
clusively in planting expressed similar 
views, and in general thought it doubt- 
ful if the crop wonld equal the expecta- 
tions of the sanguine.

Young Mortara. 

The Jewish lad Mortara, whoso cap- 
ture bv the Papul snthprittes vrnn onee 
a subject of discussion foe tho whole of 
Europe, has since then become a young 
man and a monk of the Augustine order, 
aud has lately preached his first sermon. 
The Gazette de Italia takes advantage 
of this circumstance to give some ac- 
count of young Mortara. From 1858 
(when he was torn from his family i till 
October, 1870, he rempined always at 
Rome. The Papal government had him 
carefully brought up and appointed 
h''m, while still young, Canon of the 
Lateran. Up till 1807 he had not the 
slightest intercourse with his family. 
After the battle of Mentana, his lather 
( who hoped soon to bo ord ?red to 
Rome) entered into correspondence with 
him, which the Papal authorities gra- 
ciously allowed. The letters of the 
yonngman displayed culture, and closed 
always with the demand that his family 
should become converts to Christianity. 
These letters were, however, of course, 
always read by his superiors before be- 
ing posted. After the Italian troops 
had taken possession of Rome, his fath- 
er repaired thither iu order to fetch his 
son. Bnttwelvoy irs of pri. stly train- 
ing had exerted their influence npon 
him. He would not see his father. 
Old Mortara applied to the government 
and begged La Marmora for help. The 
general gave him pleasant answers, but 
found it advisable not to interfere, and 
that out of respect for the clericals, 
"who were not to bo exasperated.-' 
Soon after young Mortara wrote from 
Bologn3 to his parents, telling them 
that he wi s firmly attached to the Cath- 
olic religion, and could not, therefore, 
identify himself with them. Ho went 
then to Belgium, and La Marmora was 
glad to be thus relieved «»f this trouble- 
some matter. In Belgium the young 
Mortara perfected himself in French 
and entered the Augustinian order. 
His first sermon has given great satis- 
faction, and on the occasion he sent a 
letter to Pius IX., expressing his grati- 
tude, which is said to have given extia- 
ordinary pleasure to tho old pope.

contrivance and prescription, by the 
combined use of which immense com- 
fort may be given to such unfortunates. 

The prescription is as follows: Chloral 
hydrate and camphor (of each) 16 grains, 
carbonic acid 20 grains, pure morphia 
12 grains, oleic acid (enough to dissolve 
the morphia) 20 grains, castor oil (the 
clearest and finest) 7 drachms. Bub 
well together to make a lotion. 

The contrivance is for the efficient 
application of the above remedy, and 
consists of a miniature bottle contained 
in a little box-wood case so that it can 
be carried easily in the pocket. To the 
lid of the box is attached the cork of 
the bottle, and to the cork, in the same 
fashion as the spoon of a Cayenne cruet, 
is fixed a little club shaped rod of ivory, 
long t nongh to reacU to the bottom of 
the bottle, and also to tho upper ex- 
tremity of the nostril. The bottle is 
kept half full of the lotion above pre- 
scribed, in the little rod immersed in 
it. Directly the patient feels the tickle 
or other signal of coming sneeze, he nn- 
corks his bottle, withdraws the ivory 
dnb, wet with the oleaginous lotion, 
and pushes it np the nostril till it 
reaches the seat of the Bneeze signal ; 
there it should be gently pressed so as 
to apply the lotion to tho part. After 
this the club is withdrawn and returned 
to its little bottle of fluid, where it be- 
comes at i nc ■ charged for a fresh ap- 
plication. As often as the sneeze threat- 
ens, the operation shonld be repeated. 
Vety often one application will keep off 
a threatened fit of sneezing altogether, 
even thoaght its first effect may be to 
excite a sneeze.

Uwtitlea or the Crop* 

The September returns of the depart- 
ment of agricnlture indicate an average 
condition of the wheat crop of ninety- 
three against ninety-five in September, 
1873. The acreage of this crop is seven 
per cent, greater than last yuar, which 
would bring the aggregate yield to 
nearly an average on hist year's acreage. 
All the New England aud middle states 
are above the average except Delaware, 
which is full the average. All the At- 
lantic and Gulf states are below the 
average, except Alabama, which is 101, 
The inland southern states arj all be- 
low the average, Arkansas presenting 
the maximum of the whole country, 
which is 120. North of the Ohio river, 
most of the counties were not visited 
by the chinch bu^s. Of the present 
superior crops, Ohio, Michigan and In- 
dian i are above the average, and Illi- 
nois 2 per cent, below by the drought and 
chinches, west of the Mississippi the 
drought, intense heat, hot winds, 
chinches and grasshoppers have reduced 
all of the states below the average, ex-
